It appeared by the deposition of George 
Salmer, a Musician, and the Prosecutor Lis. 
boa, that Poole had been a constant guest 
at the table of Lisboa, uutil the 20th of 
October: _ That for months preceding 
Fisboa was in the habit of visiting Cathen 
rine Poole, who freqdently sent messages to 
call him to her apartment. That the huse

for a wholeevening. That Poole conversed in a 
loose and indecent manner respecting his wife, 
and in their hearing professed hinself an 
adwmiror. of the Wrench Customs, by which 
women were in the habit of intriguing with a 
variety of, meu. And that he for his part 
cauld not blame his wife if she adopted such 
custom. Lisboa’s deposition thea details a 
tong narrative of the importusity of Poote 
and his wife for various Sums of money, after 
they had received more than 1000 rupees 
from hin, the greater part being given to 
Catherine Poole, with the knowledge of her 
husband. A note signed by the Defendant, 
dated the 20th of October, requiring one 
hundred rupecs for the Payment of purchases 
made by his wife is aunexed to the Affidavit, 
and also several notes sworn to be in the 
hand writing of Catherine Poole, demandiúg 
the payment of 1370 rupees due on a- pro.

__ At the Somersetshire Assizes, Mary 
Ann Adlam, of Bath-street, Straw-hat 
maker, was indicted for petit treason, in 
the wilful murder of her husband, Mr.

June. The principal wituess: was Sarah 
Ellis, who deposed as follows :—She had 
lived with Mrs. Adlam nine weeks before 
the fatal event, for the purpose of Tearn- 
ing the straw hat business. On the morn- 
ing of the ISth of May she saw Mr. and 
Mrs. Adlam together, before he went 
out; they had high words between 8 and 
9 in the morning; Mr. A. struck his 
wife’'s head several times agaiust the walt. 
He then went out, and witness did not see 


him again till his return in the evening 


between five and six o'clock. Witness 
and Mrs. Adlam were then attea, in the 
ite parlour adjoining the shop—(lt is 
_a large shop; the parlour a small room). 
When the deceased came in, they had 
just done tea, and the tea-things, a knife, 
bread, and butter, were on the tray. He 
Said he wanted some tea; and Mrs. A. 
asked him to go down stairs and have it, 
as she wanted the table to line some bon- 
nets on. 
he would not have some,” and as Mrs. A. 
was going to give the tea-things to the 
witness, he pulled her back by the gown, 
and swore that the tea-things shoald not 
be removed. fle then rang the bell vio- 
leutly for the servant to pul some water in 
the tea-pot.

allot to it. So much nonsense has been pob- 
Jished about protecting the farmer, So wmuch 
unparalleled trash that L hardiy know where 
to begin. 1 shall continue myself to a mere 
hint or two, first observing, that, speaking 
as a grower of heat, K wish for none of 
this sort or protection.—lt has been said, 
that the manufacturing interest will sutter by 
any measures teading tv keep up te price 

of corn; and that to give the farmer security 
for the high prices, must injure the rest of 
the commanity.—Now in the first rn 
deny, that it is in the power even of a body 
of men, who have beeu called omnipotent, tu 
cause the farmer to have a high prices the 
price depending úpou the crop, aud net upon 
any law or any regulation. But, RRP DOK it 
possible to give the farmer à high price, how 
is that to injure the eaters of bread; df the 
corn be cheap all other things.wall be ‘cheap 
in proportion:s and, amongst other thugs, 
the produce of the manutactories, The fund 
kolder seems to be the vn ly persou wien 
reason to comptain of high prices 5 because 
he has nothing tosell. He is an aunuitant, 
Whose nominal income is Âxod, and therefore, 
when the loaf fs at Is. 6d. his anuuicy as 
worth to him only half as much as when the 
loaf is at 9d. But if the loaf were to be, and 
to continue at 9d. forany length of time, 
twhence is to-come the money to pay him his 
annuity2 A wish has been expressed to 
bring things round by degrees to the prices 
of 1792! What profound ignorance; or, 
what profound kypoerisy; In 1792, or 
before ‘the war ‘preparations; the whole of the 
taxes (not loans) raised in the country did 
not exceed fourteeu millions. The taxes raise 
ed last year 1813, amounted (exclusive of 
Foans) to sixty-unine millions. And yet there 
are men so devoid of sense, or so devoid of 
shame to talk of bringing round prices to the 
state of 1792! The annual interest on the 
debt (which must continue to be paid) is now 
âbout forty millivus. Án 1792, it was nine 
Millions.
